This case coming before me for final hearing in the 
presence of Sri MD.Afzal, Advocate for the petitioner and 
of Sri D.S.P.Sharma, Advocate for the Respondent; and 
having been heard and having stood over for consideration 
till this day, the Tribunal delivered the following:- 

AW/kRD 

1. This petition is filed U/Sec. 2(A)(2) of I.D. Act 
challenging the order of compulsory retirement dt.20-11- 
2010 passed by the respondent and to direct the respondent 
to reinstate the petitioner into service with continuity of 
service, all attendant benefits and back wages. 

2. Petitioner challenges her punishment stating she was 
appointed as Regular Mazdoor in the quota of bread winner 
scheme in lieu of death of her husband in the year 1993. 
She worked continuously for 16 years without any gap. 
She suffered from her house hold problems as she is a 
widow, her husband having died long back leaving two 
sons. That out of two sons, one elder son aged about 23 
years, left the house without informing to anybody in the 
year 2003. To search her son, she used to apply leaves and 
informed about her leaves on telephone, but there was no 
unauthorized absence or abscond on any day. The total 
number of day shown in Annexure-II of Memorandum dt. 
18-2-2010 were treated as “Dies non”, which means no 
wage for that day. The following charge was framed against 
the petitioner:- 

CHARGE:- 

“Smt. E.Shankaramma, Regular Mazdoor, Telephone 
Exchange, Bellampally absented from duty 
unauthorisedly and continuously since 16-01-2009 
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to till date without prior permission violating the CCS 
Leave Rules, 1972 and Rule 152 of P&T Manual 
Vol.IV”. 

“That the said Smt. E.Shankaramma, Regular 
Mazdoor, Telephone Exchange, Bellampally has failed 
to maintain devotion of duty, absent from duty 
without leave and acted in a manner unbecoming of 
a Public Servant contravening the provisos of Rule 
4 (l)(b). Rule 5(6) and Rule 4(l)(c) of BSNL Conduct, 
Discipline and Appeal Rules 2006”. 

3. The Sub-Divisional Engineer, Bellampally appointed 
his same cadre person as Enquiry Officer and his 
subordinate JTO as Presenting Officer. The enquiry officer 
has completed the enquiry without recording the enquiry 
proceedings/statements and not seen even annexure-IV of 
charge memorandum i.e., list of management witnesses and 
closed the enquiry proceedings by taking the advantage 
of her illiteracy. Hence, the enquiry procedure and report 
is totally baseless and illegal. Basing on the false, one¬ 
sided, bias and illegal enquiry, retiring her from service 
compulsorily is illegal and disproportionate. The 
petitioner’s services were forcibly retired before the 
superannuation which is one kind of termination from 
service. The respondent did not issue any show cause 
notice to the petitioner with regard to the punishment. 
Therefore the petitioner prays to direct the respondent to 
reinstate the petitioner into service with continuity of 
service all consequential attendant benefits and with full 
back wages. 

4. In response to this challenge, respondent filed 
counter justifying the punishment. That the allegation of 
the petitioner that she was terminated from service vide 
office order dt.20-11-2010 is absolutely false and baseless. 
The petitioner was drawing Rs.9,000/- per month. Petitioner 
was not forcibly retired from service as alleged by her. The 
petitioner preferred an appeal to the appellate authority 
and the appellate authority considered all the averments 
made by the petitioner that the orders issued earlier by 
Divisional Engineer, Bellampally and Disciplinary authority 
were upheld as it is in accordance with BSNL Conduct, 
Discipline and Appeal Rules, 2006. Petitioner being a regular 
Mazdoor in BSNL is a Group “D” non-executive and is 
governed under BSNL CDA Rules, 2006. Hence, this 
Tribunal is not having jurisdiction to entertain this petition. 
The petitioner was retired from service, she is entitled for 
pensionary benefits for the service rendered by her. 
Therefore, the respondent prays to dismiss the petition 
without granting any relief to the petitioner. 

5. During the course of hearing, WW-1 is examined 
and no documents are marked on behalf of the petitioner. 
MW-1 is examined and no documents are marked on behalf 
of the respondent. 


6. Written arguments are filed on behalf of the petitioner. 

7. Heard both sides. Perused the material papers on 
record. 

8. Now the point for consideration is whether the 
petitioner is entitled to any relief? 

9. POINT : The domestic enquiry was held invalid by 
this court order dt. 11-11-2014 and the respondent was 
afforded opportunity to adduce evidence. Sri A.G.R.K. 
Mohan Rao, Area Divisional Engineer was examined as 
MW-1 on behalf of the respondent and no documents were 
marked. Petitioner herself was examined as WW-1 and no 
documents were marked on her behalf. The main allegation 
as per charge sheet dt. 18-2-2010 levelled against the 
petitioner is that she absented to duty unauthorisedly from 
16-1-2009 to till date, continuously. Failed to maintain 
devotion to duty and absent to duties without leave and 
acted in a manner unbecoming of a public servant are the 
charges. The petitioner was given compulsory retirement 
through order dt.20-11-2010. In the representation dt. 
13-10-2010 petitioner admitted that due to mental imbalance 
and pressure on account of her son who left the house, 
she was unable to attend to her duties. She was in the 
state of mental ill-health and was unable to perform her 
duties during the charge period and that she will not repeat 
the same in future and prayed to provide last chance to her. 

10. Thus the written representation of the petitioner 
dt. 13-10-2010 on the enquiry report shows that she admitted 
the charges, though gave reasons for her absence from 
duty. The petitioner worked under the respondent from 
1993 till her compulsory retirement in 2010 and worked 
nearly 15 years prior to the charge sheet period. Admittedly, 
the respondent did not issue any show cause notice 
proposing the punishment of compulsory retirement, prior 
to issuing the retirement order dt.20-11-2010. The petitioner 
is a widow and in view of her assurance to perform her 
duties regularly vide representation dt.13-10-2010, the 
respondent ought not to have imposed the punishment of 
compulsory retirement to the petitioner. In view of the 
facts and circumstances of the case, this Court is of the 
considered opinion that reinstatement of the petitioner into 
service as “afresh Mazdoor” would meet the ends of justice. 
However the petitioner is not entitled to any back wages, 
continuity of service or other attendant benefits. In case 
the petitioner repeats any misconduct, it is perfectly open 
to the respondent to take appropriate action in accordance 
with the conduct rules. 

11. In the result, the compulsory retirement order dt. 
20-11-2010 passed by the respondent is set aside. The 
respondent is hereby directed to reinstate the petitioner 
into service as “afresh Mazdoor”. However, the petitioner 
is not entitled to any back wages, continuity of service or 
other attendant benefits.
